QUOT. THE 30TH SESSION OF THE UNITED NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
BEGINS TODAY IN NEW YORK AND WILL GO ON FOR THREE MONTHS. 

FOR THE FIRST TIME MOZAMBIQUE WILL BE PRESENT AS AN INDE- 
PENDENT AND SOVEREIGN COUNTRY. THE MINISTER OE FOREIGN AFFAIRS, 
JOAQUIM CHISSANO, HEADING A MOZAMBIQUE DELEGATION WILL REPRESENT 
US IN THE GREAT INTERNATIONAL 7FORUM". THE ADMISSION OF OUR 
COUNTRY INTO THE UN ALREADY HAS BEEN ACCEPTED BY THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL AND WILL BE RATIFIED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY WHICH 
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THE 30TH SESSION OF THE UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY COMES AT A TIME 
WHEN THE PROGRESSIVE PEOPLES AND FORCES THROUGHOUT THE WORLD 
ARE MAKING CONSIDERABLE ADVANCES WHICH CORRESPOND TO A NUMBER 
OF DEFEATS OF IMPERIALISM. THE LATTER, FEELING MORE AND MORE 
WEAK AND IMPOTENT IN TRYING TO CONQUER THE IRREVERSIBLE MOVE- 
MENT TO LIBERATZ PEOPLES, IS CREATING NEW TACTICS AND REVISING 
ITS METHODS OFTEN SO BARBAROUS AND CRIMINAL BY WHICH IT ASSERTS 
CONTROL. IT IS, IN SYNTHESIS, THE PATTERN OF THE CLASS STRUGGLE 
AT THE INTERNATIONSL LEVEL. IN THE WORLD CONTEXT CAPITALISTS 
TAKE THE FORM OF IMPERIALIST POWERS WHICH, SIMILAR TO WHAT 
HAPPENS AT THE NATIONAL LEVEL,HARE HOLDERS OF THE MEANS OF 
PRODUCTION, OF THE GREAT SOURCES OF WEALTH WHICH AT ALL COSTS 
THEY WANT TO KEEP. AND ALSO, SIMILAR TO WHAT HAPPENS AT THE 
NATIONAL LEVEL WHERE GOVERNMENTS SERVING CAPITALISM USE BRUTAL 
METHODS TO GUARANTEE THEIR CONTROL, AT OHE INTERNATIONAL LEVEL 
THE IMPERIALIST POWERS DO NOT HESITATE TO RESORT TO THE MOST 
UNHUMAN METHODS TO DEFEND THE EXPLOITATION OF OTHER PEOPLES 
AND NATIONS. THE MASSACRED BROTHER PEOPLE OF ANGOLA IS THE 
NEAREST EXAMPLE WHICH ELUCIDATES US ABOUT THE POLICY PRACTICED 
BY IMPERIALISTS AT THE WORLD LEVEL. 

THE 30TH SESSION OF THE UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY WILL REFLECT 
THESE CONTRADICTIONS. THE DELEGATIONS FROM PROGRESSIVE 
COUNTRIES, SUPPORTED BY PEOPLE THEY REPRESENT AND BY THE VAN- 
GUARD FORCES THROUGHOUT THE WORLD, ONCE AGAIN WILL DEVELOP A 
RELEVANT COMBAT TO ISOLATE THE IMPERIALIST POWERS AND VIGOROUSLY 
DENOUNCE THE DEGRADING AND AGGRESSIVE ASPECTS OF THEIR POLICIES. 
DISARMAMENT, INTERNATIONAL DETENTE, PROPER VALUE FOR RAW 
MATERIALS, RESTRUCTURING THE POLICIES OF INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE, 
ELABORATING APPROPRIATE AND JUST PLANS OO HELP UNDERDEVELOPED 
COUNTRIES, PUTTING AN END TO PACTS OF IMPERIALIST AGGRESSION 
AND ELIMINATING ALL DISPUTES WHICH CONSTITUTE THREATS TO WORLD 
PEACE ARE SOME OF THE FUNDAMENTAL POINTS ON THE AGENDA OF THE 
PRESENT SESSION. 

OF PRINCIPAL INTEREST TO MOZAMBIQUE ARE THE DEBATES WHICH 
WILL TAKE PLACE ON THE PROBLEMS OF SOUTH AFRICA, RHODESIA AND 
NAMIBIA AS WELL AS THOSE ON TRANSFORMING THE INDIAN OCEAN INTO 
A ZONE OF PEACE. 
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AS HAS BEEN DENOUNCED MORE THAN ONCE BY OUR COUNTRY, 
IMPERIJLISM PRESENTLY IS DEVELOPING AN AGGRESSIVE STRATEGY 
IN THE INDIAN OCEAN WHICH AIMS AT INTIMIDATING THE COUNTRIES 
OF THIS ZONE IN THE WORLD. THE EXPANSION AND REINFORCEMENT 
OF THE AMERICAN BASE IN DIEGO GARCIA AND THE RECENT COUP IN 
THE COMORES, INSPIRED AND SUPPORTED BY FRENCH IMPERIALISM, 
ARE PART OF THIS STRATEGY AND ARE GOING TO BE VIGOROUSLY AND 
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LEGITIMATELY DENOUNCED IN THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY SESSION WHICH 
BEGINS TODAY. 

THE NEW PERMANENT REPRESENTAIVE OF THE U.S. AT THE UN, 

DANIEL MOYNIHAN, AFFIRMED RECENTLY IN AN ARTICLE, "IN THE 
IMMEDIATE FUTURE EACH PROBLEM THE U.S. SUBMITS TO AN INTER- 
NATIONAL 'FORUM' WILL MEET, WITHOUT A DOUBT, CONCLUSIONS 
CONTRARY TO ITS INTERESTS". THIS IS REALLY, AND IT COULD NOT 
BE ANY OTHER, THE RESULT OF AMERICAN INTERNATIONAL POLICY.
